New Land Laws. 


On account of misleading statements | 
that have appeared in the press re- | 
jcenlly, J. W. Stafford, agent for! 
Dominion lands has furnished correct 
information regarding the same as

That the erection of $300 houses are 
required only in connection with pur- 
chased homestead entries, while for all 
other purposes habitable houses only 
are needed, 

That the area of cultivation required 
by the regulations is subject to reduc- 
tion in case of rough,scrubby, or stony | 
land after report-is made by homestead | 
inspector on application for a.patent,. 

If a vesident resides in the vicinity, 
jas provided by Section 18 of the Act, 
he is relieved of the necessity of erect- 
ing a house upon his homestead, 

This does not exempt the holder of a 
purchased homestead from the erection 
of a honse worth at least $300, which is 
fixed by statute,

THE RAILWAY QUESTION. 


The Question Carefully Considered. 


The present railway situation calls 
i for careful consideration. On the one 
hand the development of Northwest- 
fern Canada demands railway facill- 
ties, and on the other it is possible 
that railroads may be constructed in 
wrong districts and more important 
localities be neglected. The fact is 
undeniable that hundreds of miles of 
branch roads have been and are being 
constructed that cannot possibly pay 
the interest on the first cost, to say 
; hothing of the cost of equipment and 
operation. Look at the parallel lines 
| through the three western provinces. 
/In many places there are three lines 


where the whole of the traffic obtain- | 


able in the district is only sufficient 
for one, Many of these roads are not 
ten miles apart, and in several places 
they are not two 

On examining any good railroad 
| map of Western Canada we find that 
these parallel lines aggregate hund- 
reds of miles of railway, while there 
are many thousands of square miles 
of virgin territory entirely without 
the rairoad facilities they so urgently 
need and which they must have or 
the continued development of the 
; country will be seriously checked. 

The trouble arises from the facility 
with which railway charters can be 
obtained, and the pbonusing system. 
To illustrate: _ Say half a dozen men 
of no particular financial standing, 
meet and decide to get a charter for 
a railway. They decide on a scheme 
and ask the government for a char- 
ter. A liitle lobbying of parliament or 
‘legislature and they get all they ask 


for They then ask for a bonus and 
get a bond guarantee for $13,090.00 
a mile. The next step is to organize 


a construction company among them- } 


selves, The bonds are sold, the cash 
is to hand, and the contracts for con- 
| struction of the lines are given to the 
‘eonstruction company Maybe 

Smith is president of the railway 
company, and the same John 
is president of the construction com- 


pany. So John Smith and the direc- 
tors of the railway company award | 
the contracts to John Smith and 


directors of the construction company 
at their own high figures. In short 
they contract with themselves, pay 
themselves out of the proceeds of the 


sale of the guaranteed bonds, and 
pocket the profit 

That was the old scheme, but the | 
new cne goes it one better—it is to | 


organize a Branch Lines Company, 
and get a charter and a bond guaran- 
tee entirely independent of the trunk 
line company They can now reap 
all the advantages gained by a con- 
struction company, but the trunk line 
company disowns all responsibility. 
Should the branch lines fail to make 
good, the trunk line company can re- 
fuse to be accountable for its actions. 
and can leave it to sift for itself. 
The results may be that the interest 
on the bonds of the branch lines com 
pany is not paid and they will then 
call on the government to pay it 
Thus the trunk line company will 
have all the benefit of the traffic they 
would have got in any case, the 
branch lines company will pocket all 
the profits they made on construction, 
and the people will pay the piper. 
O.1 course this game could only be 
worked on a_ railway bonused by 
guaranteed bonds It could not be 
manipulated in constructing 
lines, on a road that paid the entire 
cost of their construction and opera- 


tion, without bond guarantee, out of 
its own treasury 
Is it not time to call a halt in this 


bonusing business and the indiscri- 
minate giving of charters to railway 
| promoters The credit of the pro- 
| Vinces is not unlimited Every mil 
lion dollars worth of bonds guaran 
teed is < million dollars taken from 
their borrowing power. The time will 
come when the limit will be reached 
and at the rate we are now 
will not take a very long time before 


that limit will be passed 
There is now a congestion in the 


transportation of grain 
of every branch line increases this 
congestion We are told that if pro- 
duction continues increase as it 
has increased during the past few 
years the railways will not be able 
to handle more than forty per cent. 
of the grain crop of 1915 before the 
close of navigation unless the rail- 
ways double track their main lines. 
| Is it not time to put an end to this 
{insane bonusing of branch lines until 
provision is made for sending our im- 
mense harvests to the markets of the 
world

THE ELECTORAL COLLEGE. 


With the Increased Representation It 
Will Have 532 Votes. 

Wnder the new apportionment of rep- 
resentatives in congress and with the 
admission of New Mexico and Arizona 

| the Electoral college will be recousti- 
tuted and a new basis established for 
fepresentation at the national conven. 
tlons. 

Hach state tus as many electoral 
votes as it bas senators and represen- 
tatives. In 1909 there were 4883 mem- 
| bers of the Klecioral college. Next 
year there will be 582. So 267 votes 
will be necessary to elect. 

Confusion has arisen in some of the 
tables of electoral votes heretofore 
published, which wrougly give the to- 
tal as 531. The mistuke nus arisen on 
the assumption that New Mexico bad 
only one representative In congress, 
whereas it bus two. ; 

The Republicans and Democrats 
have bases of representation in their 
conventions that differ slightly. Both 
parties admit twice as many delegates 
from each state as it has senators and 
representatives. So the states will be 
represented both at Chicago and Balti- 
more with 1,064 delegates. The differ- 
ence arises in the territorial represen- 
tation. 

The Republicans admit six delegates 
from Hawali and two each from 
Alaska, District of Columbia, Porto 
Rico and the Philippines, thus making

it Is a Terrible Contrast to Much 
Lauded N-w City. 

With 600,000 of the 2,500,000 
lation of the Kaiser's capital crowd. | 
ed into one-room dwellings at the rate | 
of from five to ten persons to a room, 
the authorities of rlin are erionnd 
ly concerned with the problem that | 
confronts them. Rapid as has been 
the building in Berlin, it has not kept | 
pace with the growth of the city, and 
erection of new houses has been al- | 
most entirely confined to the better 
residence section of West Berlin. | 

Berlin is known the world over as | 
the one large city without tenements. 
It is indisputably the most modern 
and up-to-date city of Europe. Visi- 
tors readily concede that the artistic 
exteriors of the blocks and blocks 
of flats, with their large inner courts, 
and the cleanliness of the streets, 
have not been «xaggerated. Sociolog- 
ists hold up Berlin as a model, par- 
ticularly in America. 

And so it is. Probably in no other 
city are the streets literally “scrub- 
bed” daily. Electrically propelled wat- 
er wagons with rotary thin wire 
brushes pass over t'e streets. The 
Streets are flooded with the water; 
immediately behind come the. stiff | 


brushes, | 

Following the combined water and | 
scrub wagons come men with long | 
hand scrapers lined with rubber, | 
similar to those used by window] 
cleaners. These they push along be- 


fore them, removing whatever water | 
and dirt may have been left by the 
big rotary brushes.

New Use For Aluminium. 

With a pencil of aluminium indelible 
characters may be written or drawn 
on glass or porcelain, and when treated 
with hydrochloric acid the surface cov- 


| ered by the characters becomes etched. 


When the characters are not etched, 
but simply burnished, they exactly re- 
semble inlaid silver. This property of 
aluminium was discovered by a Swiss 
scientist. It is indispensable first to 
remove every trace of grease from the 
surface to be ornamented by polishing 
with chalk, else the aluminium will not 
take hold. Since the effect is produced 
only on substances containing silicic 
acid it has been suggested that an alu- 
minium pencil would be an unerring 
detector of false diamonds. Magne- 
sium, cadmium and zine act in a simi- 
lar manner, but their traces readily ox- 
idize.—Chicago Record-Herald. 


Chile’s New Warships. 

Navies of the South American repub- 
lics are not large, but the individual 
units, at least of the newer ships, are 
very powerful. Two battleships now 
being built in England for Chile will be 
28,000 tons in displacement and of 
twenty-three knots speed. They will 
earry ten fourteen-inch guns in turrets 
and four twenty-one-inch torpedo tubes, 
and they will bave a norma! coal sup- 
ply of 8,500 tons, with 450 tons of oil 
fuel.

THE FEED AND 
CARE OF HEIFERS, 


In breeding operations there are 
many disappointments to the breeder 
of dairy cattle. Oftentimes the breeder 
is proud when he bas had dropped 
upon his farm a heifer caif, the off- 


| spring of the best cow he ever owned 


and a bull whose worth and value have 
been verified by older offspring and by 


| the many excellent butter records set 
| forth in his pedigree, writes J. P. 


Fletcher in the American Cultivator. 

Only the breeder with long expert. 
ence can tell you how often his hopes 
have been blighted and how often when 
this calf comes to cowhood she proves 
herself to be one of the commonest of 
cows. 

This result will often occur, no mat 
ter how efficient her care and feeding 
have been during her younger days, 
while she was coming to maturity, but 
oftentimes her worthlessness can right- 
fully be attributed to a lack of proper 
conditions at some period in her life 
that tend toward proper development. 
In many instances the first year of the 
heifer'’s life she is well fed and cared 
for, because the breeder and feeder 
well known the ailments that beset 
poorly fed calves. He well knows that 
unless good care and feed are provided 
the calf will die, but when the heifer

During the first two winters 
they should have access to well bed- 
ded, dry and warm quarters. They 
should be well fed on foods that tend 


| to stimulate bone and muscle produc- 
| tion, and for this oats and bran, with 


clover or alfalfa bay for roughage, 
have no superior.

Distribution Of Sexes. 
A German economist, Herr Gulise- 
Hhambarof, has recently made some 
alculations concerning the population 
of the world, sayg the Globe, and he 
AiTives at the @onclusion that there 
are 1,700, 000,000 souls. From the 
point of view of sex, he possesses 
some data concerning  1,038,000,000 
and he finds that of these 521,700,000 
as males and 616,300,000 ate females, 
consequently on the aggregate, the 
professor concludes, there are 990 fe 
mates for every thousand men. Herr 
Gulischambarof finds the same dis- 
tribution beyond Burope. In Africa 
women preponderate, and the ratio 
is greater than that of Europe, for 
in the black continent there are 1,045 
females for every thousand men, 
compared with 1,027 women to the 
same number in Europe. 

In the three other divisions of the 
world women are in the minority. In 
America they count for every thou- 
sand men 964 women, in Asia 961, 
and in Australia 937.- In Africa that 
part were the women population is 
greatest in Uganda, where for a thou- 
sand men they count no fewer than 
1467 ~women. The female popula- 
tion shows weakness in the Western 
and North-Western States of EEast- 
ern Australia, ‘The greatest paucity 
of women it to be found in Alaska 
and the Malay States, where for 1000 
men we find only 391 and 889 women 
respectively.

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS. 


NY person who is the sole head of 
a family, or any male over 18 years 
id, may homesterd a quarter section 
of available Dominion land in Mani- 
toba, Saskatchewan or Alberta. The 
applicant must appear in person at the 
Dominion Lands Agency or Sub- 
agency for the district. Entry by 
proxy nay be made at any agency, on 
certain conditions by father, mother, 
son, daughter, brether or sister of in- 
tonding homesteader, 
Duties.—Six months’ residence upon 
and cultivation of thé land in each of 
| three years. A homesteader may live 

on a farm-of at least 80 acres solely 
owned and occupied by him or by his 
father, mother, son, daughter, brhth- 
| er or sister, 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empta quarter 

| section alongside his homestead, Price 
$3.00 per acre, 

Duties.—Must reside upon the home- 
stead or pre-emption six months in 
each of six years from date of home- 
stead entry (including tlne required 
earn cach homestead patent) and cul 
tivate fifty acres extra. 

A lhomesteader Who has exhausted 
his homestead right and cannot ab- 
tain a pre-emption may enter for a 
purchased homestead in certain dis- 

Duties. Must reside six 
months in each of three years, culti- 
vute fifty acres and erect a house
